Weather Bureau Says Heat Wave Will Linger 


for a While—Terrible Suffering and Death

Washington, July 2.—-The weather bureau has issued the following 


special bulletin: 


"There is no present indications of a permanent break in the warm 


wave, which covers the country generally east of the Bocky mountains. 
Local rains and thunder storms will furnish, temporary relief in the 
lowetr lake regions, the upper Ohio valley and in the mountain districts of 
Pennsylvania, Maryland, West Virginia and Virginia, and there is a pos- 
sibility that these local rains may occur m limited areas in Atlantic coast 
states.

"The terriffic heat wave continues 


general over the entire area of the 


United States east of the Bocky 
mountains. In New York, Philadel- 
phia, Pittsburg, Baltimore and other 
cities of that region the temperature 
continues deadly. 
The record of 


prostrations -and fatalities due to 
heat is appalling. In. a, few cities, 
notably in Washington and Boston 
in the east, and Detroit, Milwaukee 
and St. Paul in the west, there has 
been a welcome drop of the mercury.

SENATOR JAMES KYLE DEAD

Until Last Hours of His I/ife Hopes 


Enteitained for His Recovery 


—Prominent Politician. 


Aberdeen, S. D., July 2.—-Senator 


James Kyle died at 6 o'clock lasffc 
evening after an illness of ten days* 
duration. 
He had rallied' to quite 


an extent from his first attack and 
hopes were entertained for his recov- 
ery, although at no time was he 
Con- 


sidered wholly out of danger by his 
physicians. 
Symptoms of Slight's 


disease developed and on 'Sunday his 
condition was less favorable. 
Sun- 


day rii^ht he grew rapidly worse and 
Monday morning1 all hope was given 
up, his death being only a question 
of a few hours, 


His wife is prostrated with grief 


and inconsolable. 
They have two

James Henderson Kyle was Iborn 


near Xenia, Ohio, [February 24, 1854, 
He entered the University of Illinois 
n 1871, taking a course in civil en- 
gineering; entered Oberlin college 
n- 1873 and was graduated from the 
classical 'course in 1878. 
He pre- 


pared for admission to the bar, but 
afterwai ds entered Western theo- 
.ogical seminary at 'Allegheny, Pa., 
jiaduatirig in 1882. 
During that 


time he was teacher of engineering 


mathematics) and subsequently 


for* several yearst in edlica- 


titmal and ministerial work in Utah 
and South Bakota. 


At the time he entered political life 


he was financial secretary of Yank- 
ton college, Yanktoii, S. B. He was 
elected to" the state senate as an in- 
dependent in 1890, and in 1891 was 
elected to the United States senate 
to succeed Gideon €. Mfoody. He took 
his seat March 4, 1891, and served 
ever since, having fbeen re-elected in 
1897. 
His present term would not 


have exrpired until 1903.

SOME GOSSIP OF SETTLEMENT 


Big Steel Strike Has Not Yet Gone Beyond the 


Stage of Cornprorriise—Morc Firms Sign 


the Association Scale. 


Pitteburg, Pa., July 2.—The second 


day of the strike of the sheet sleel 
and steel hoop -workers of the Amal- 
gamated association opened without 
nteresting or exciting features. 
It 


was evident that neither side antici- 
pated eaily developments, as there 
was no unusual activity about 'tie 
combine offices and the utmost quiet 
prevailed at the headquarters of the 
workers. 
'As President Shaffer re- 


marked, the conditions of the present 
strike were peculiar and no decided 
results were expected for ten days or 
two weeks* 


By that time the manufacturer^ 


laving all necessary repairs at their 
mills completed, would flbe anxious to 
'esume operations. 
The struggle 


will (be then "begun in earnest, 


The 'belief is quite general, how- 


ever, that the real test will nqt come 
until the close of the hot -weather and 
;he general resumption, of business 
n the early fall, and! in the meantime 
t is thought that the conflicting in- 
erests will see their way clear to re- 
cede from their present positions, 
that President Shaffer, of the Amal- 
gamated association, is preparing for 
;he rainy day (which, may -come if the 
strike is prolonged indefinitely is evi- 
dent from the circular mailed to the 
association lodges today. 


The circular directs the lodge to 
ay assessments upon their members,, 


the money to toe used for the relief 
of such members of the association 
as might be out of work. The money 
collected by these assessments of the 
lodges -will be forwarded to Pitts- 
bur*g, where it will be placed in the 
general fund of tlie association. The 
latter has for years- been creating a 
strike fund, systematically and me- 
thodically. 


This fund is said now to amount 


to between $200,000 and $300,000. 


The -combine officials do not appear 


to be worrying over the situation and 
say they do not recognize a condi- 
tion of: a strike as yet. 
Some of the 


officers intimate that there may be 
renewal of negotiations at any time 
and a settlement effected. 


In outside circles the belief in 


growing that the strike will be called 
off (before it gets fairly well under 
way.

HU'S'BAND THE WATER. 


The people of Fort Wayne have 


again fteen warned that a water 
famine menaces the1 city unless 
economy is practiced by consumers of 
city water. 
The warning ought to 


'be carefully heeded. 
Duiing the in- 


tensely hot weather of the past week 
or tea days there has been a tre- 
mendous drain from the city mains, 
so much greater than the waterworks 
is able to supply that the old danger 
of exhausting the water from the 
reservoir and causing its collapse is 
again present. 


It is not pertinent in the present 


emergency to discuss the water short- 
age. 
The effoi ts of all citizens 


should be to aid as far as possible in 
passing through the present period 
of danger safely. 
The auxiliary 


pipe from the canal has been cut out 
and the city has no reliance in case 
of conflagration save what the pumps 
at the stations can force into the 
mains from wells. 
No one wants 


canal water again pumped into the 
mams, and it ought not to be, nor 
will such an expedient be necessary 
if economy in the use of city water ir. 
piacticed. 
The custom of allowing 


lawn sprays, hose and hydrants to 
run all night, in some cases to wet 
lawns and gaidens and in other cases 
to keep water cool for drinking is in 
the present situation all but criminal, 


With the Fourth of July and its at- 


tendant danger of fires at hand, the 
risk from depleting the water supply 
is greater than the city should un- 
dertake. 
We recognize that this is 


a period when, of all times of the 
year, the people want water in 
abundance. 
The prospect is that be- 


fore the hot season approaches next 
year the waterworks department will 
be equipped to 
meet every emer- 


gency. 
But it should *be borne in 


mind that none of the daugeis of the 
present situation can toe in the least 
degree mitigated by the outlook for 
plenty of water at some future time. 
Economy for a few days will carry 
the city past the danger point and 
all consumers of city water should 
conscientiously if not cheei fully heed 
the warning that has been pro- 
claimed.

AT BTTTTE, MONT. 


\ Score of Persons More or Less JIurt 


—Experiment With Gasoline

Miss Crystal, proprietress of lodg- 


ing house, burned a/bout body and in- 
jured from inhaling smoke. 


A number of men were experiment- 


ing with a gasoline lamp in a saloon 
on the lower floor of the lodging 
house, when the lamp exploded, scat- 
tering flames in all direction's. The 
building was wooden and before the 
fire department 'arrived the flames 
had eaten through the lower floor and 
were spreading to the upper stories. 


The lodging house contained about 


100 guests, none of whom were able 
to save anything except what they 
wore. Most of them escapee1 
by 


jumping from the first and third 
story windows and it is miraculous 
that more were not killed. A number 
were carried out unconscious by the 
firemen, but so far as known all will 
recover, 


It is not believed that any except 


the two mentioned perished. 
The 


property loss is about $4,000, with 
no insurance.

general over the entire area of the 
United States cast of the Rocky 
mountains.
